1833 - 1901 

At the time this scene was drawn of the second Philadelphia Mint, 
the California Gold Rush was in full swing. With the enormous 
influx of gold, the U.S. Mint had become an object of more than 
common attention and interest, and the place was usually 
crowded with visitors watching the various processes which the 
metal went through before it became a finished coin.

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THE UNITED STATES MINT 
A Bureau of the Department of the Treasury 

The Act of April 2, 1792. which provided for gold, silver and copper coinage, 
also created the first U.S. Mint in the City of Philadelphia, then the Nation's 
capital. President Washington placed the operation under the supervision of the 
Secretary of State, where it remained until 1799, when the Mint became an inde- 
pendent agency reporting directly to the President Subsequent legislation set up 
branch mints and assay offices and authorized public depository functions in 
these establishments. The coinage Act of 1873 put all mint and assay office 
activities under the newly-organized Bureau of the Mint in the Department of the 
Treasury. 

Mint Service activities are administered by the Director of the Mint from 
Bureau headquarters in Washington, O.C. The Director is appointed by the 
President, with the advice and consent of the Senate, and is responsible for 
coinage production and the distribution of coins to and among the Federal 
Reserve banks and branches, which in turn release them, as required, to com- 
mercial banks. In addition, the Mint maintains physical custody of Treasury 

stocks of gold and silver; moves, places into storage and releases gold and silver 
bullion from custody for such purposes as authorized. It also manufactures 
coinage dies. On a reimbursable basis, the Mint manufactures and sells medals 
of a national character, manufactures coinage for foreign governments, and 
produces proof and uncirculated coins and sets for sale. 

The Director oversees the operation of the Philadelphia and Denver Mints, the 
Assay Office at San Francisco, and two depositories for the storage of precious 

metals, one at Fort Knox, Ky., and the other at West Point, N.Y. Under Con- 

gressional authority, the West Point facility is also being used as an auxiliary 
coinage plant. The Bureau also maintains the restored San Francisco Old Mint, 
which, houses a customer services center for processing numismatic orders, 
administrative offices, and a two-level museum containing Mint and early 
California displays and memorabilia. 

The Director of the Mint reports annually to the Secretary of the Treasury on 
klfint operations for the fiscal year. The report includes statistical tables covering 
cbin production, inventories and distribution, as well as the production of 
national medals and foreign coinage produced by U.S. Mints.

During this time, circa 1903, the Mint seporoted goid 
from silver b^i treating the bullion with nitric acid, which 
dissolved the silver and left the gold. This solution was 
then treated with salt water and zinc, thus separating 
the silver. Today the Mint purchases the majority of 
their coinage metals in prefobricated strips.

In this scenes circa 1903, neoriv women . seated 
ot tables in long rows, eoch before a fine balance, 
weigh and odjust blanks ond coins.

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PRESSING AND CUTTING ROOM 
United States Mint, Philadelphia 

Within the walls of this room, rolling machines were at work turn- 
ing the metal to the proper degree of thickness, which each par- 
ticular denomination of coin required. When the strip was of the 
proper thickness, they were cut to the proper diameter for coin- 
ing at a rate of 200 to 250 planchets per minute. 
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ADJUSTING ROOM 
United States Mint, Philadelphia 

After the blank planchets left the Pressing and Cutting Room they 
were passed on to the Adjusting Room. Here each piece was 
weighed separately and adjusted to the proper weight by a 
Light and imperfect pieces were rcmelted. 
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STEAM-POWERED COINING PRESS 
United States Mint, Philadelphia 

From 1836 until 1874, a coinins press such as this was in use 
stampins our Nation's coinage with a relief design. Seventy-five to 
200 coins per minute were coined from this press. In 1874 a modi- 
fied coining press was constructed resulting in coins of better 
relief and increased life of the coining dies. 
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MILLING AND COINING ROOM

In 1836, a new steam-powered mjllin3 machine was placed in 
service at the Mint. The new millin3 machir>e was used only to 
"upset," or raise, a rim around the coin. Ed3e Ietterin 3 was discon- 
tinued and the reedin3 was applied durins the coinins process. 
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MAIN STEAM-ENGINE

This one hundred horse power steam-engine worked the rolls, 
draw benches and cutting presses within the Mint. It was called a 
steeple-engine, and was powered by boilers forty feet in length, 
and forty inches in diameter.

Gold coins were 
produced using 35 to 155 tons of pressure ond ot a 
rote of opproximotely 90 pieces per minute
